TRAINMEN KILLED 
WHEN LOCOMOTIVE

14 — Senator 
Frank B. Brandagee. Republican of 
Connecticut, 
who 
for * more 
than 
twenty years has been a prominent, 
and powerful influence in the coun­ 
sels of his party was found dead in 
the bathroom of his home here today, 
under circumstances which pointed to 
suicide. 
Gas was flowing from open jets in 
the room and after a cursory examina­ 
tion of the surroundings and circum ­ 
stances the police 
said it 
was 
ap­ 
parently “a plain case of suicide .” 
Senator Brandagee, who was a bach­ 
elor, has been in ill health for some 
time. 
Senator Brandagee was sixty years 
old. 
He got into politics in his native 
Connecticut soon after his graduation 
from Yale In 1885. 
Only three years 
out of college, he was a delegate to 
the Republican national convention of 
1888, and at most of the succeeding 
ones, always occupying a place in the 
councils of the party. 
Early in Roosevelt’s administration, 
he was elected to the 57th congress, 
served three term s and thert in 1905 
was elected to the United States sen­ 
ate where he sine© remained. 
News of Senator Brandagee’s sud­ 
den death was immediately transm it­ 
ted to the W hite House and became 
cried about the government depart­ 
ments, where it came as a shock to 
th© president, cabinet officers and his 
many political friends. 
No reason other than ill health, 
could be ascribed to the senator’s de­ 
sire to take his own life, according 
to his. friends. 
They have known for 
sometime that he has been in very 
poor health. 
According I© the police. 
no notes, letters or memoranda could 
be found that would explain th© death. 
Senator Brandagee apparently had 
planned his death with consummate 
jcare, according to the police, 
j 
The body was discovered on the 
'floor of the bathroom on th© third 
floor of his residence at number 1700 
I Street, shortly before IO o’clock this 
morning. 
It was fully clothed. 
Death 
had 
apparently 
occurred 
some hours before. 
From a gas Jet on the wall, a rubber 
tube ran down to the body, and I his 
apparently had been the method by 
which the suicide was accomplished. 
The body was discovered by a serv­ 
ant at 9:45 and the police immediately 
notified. 
D. H. F. Kittridge, who lives 
next door, also was summoned. 
The 
doctor and the police arrived about 
the same time. 
Death having occurr­ 
ed some hours before, the body was 
not disturbed but left for the coroner. 
“Rigor mortis had already set in 
when I reached there,” said Dr. Kit- 
trege.

Comparative figures for 1923 show­ 
ed exports of $1,733,422,000 and im­

crease In trade this year over 1913 
was 30 per cent, according to Hoover.

Indianapolis, Oct. 14.—Secretary of 
State Hughes declared in a political 
address here that American sentiment 
will not tolerate submission of domes­ 
tic questions to the determination of 
any group of powers. He did not men­ 
tion the proposed league of nations 
protocol by name, but he laid stress 
on the question of jurisdiction over 
domestic Issues, which, at the behest 
of Japan, occupied so large a place 
in the recent discussions at Geneva. 
“Recently,” tho secretary said, “the 
question has been discussed of the 
appropriateness of investing a group 
of powers with the authority to deal 
with domestic 
questions, not 
ques­ 
tions arising under treaties by which 
parties have flouted their rights, but 
with questions within the competency 
of a nation as to which it has not lim­ 
ited its rights. 
The sentiment of this 
country, I repeat, would not tolerate 
the 
submission 
of 
such 
questions 
which pertain to our own policy to 
the determination of any group of 
powers. 
It would not be willing to 
enter any organization through which 
a group of pow'ers would be in a posi­ 
tion to intervene or attempt to deter­ 
mine our policies for us.”
